Ouyr Forelgn Pollcy.

A further glance at the reeently published
correspondence relating to Mexico will show
how hittle reason we have to be proud of our
lnst move in the Mexican game, allthough, per-
haps, any proposition would zecm respectable
after some that blot the recont pages of our
national diplomacy, The first orders looking
townrds the removal of the French troops from
Mexico were lssued on the 18th of October,
1865, In consequence of & anggestion voluntarily
maede by our Minister, Mr, Bigelow, that the
United Btates wonld recognize the empire of
Maximillan, which was even then in o tottering
condition, so soon as the French had departed.
Mr, Bigelow afirms that the suggestion was
made upon his own responsibility—althongh
how he could venture n suggestion of such pro-
found moment without Mr, Seward's approval |
jnexpiicable. He insisted that their departure
musl precede recoguition, In relerring to hi
proposition in & letter to M. Dronyn de Lhuys,
February 7, 1866, Mr. Bigelow said:—

| aaked whether, in your Excellency’s opinion
Maximilian would be able to sustain himeselt with-
out the ald of France i his guthority were recog-
nized by the Umited States, Thst inquiry led toa
couversation in which I had occasion at lonst twice
10 state to your Exce'lency that our recognition of
any Government in Mexico, 5o long As it Was sus-
tained by forelen arms, was impossible; that the
logio of sitvaiion required the independence of
Meoxioo to be ostablished by the wichdrawal of all
f soldiers  before our Government could
fo y recognize a Government acoussd ol owing
1ts existence to thelr presence.”

This proposition was made in the face of the
resolution of the Senate recognising fhe Re.
publie of Mexico, of the unanimous reselution
of the House of Representatives repudiating
Maximilian, and of the almost unanimous seu ti-
ment of the American peop e,

The President most properly disapproved of
Mr, Bigelow’s tender of recoguilion, but Irance
was informed that she might rely upon our
friendship and npeutrality, and on the 5th of
April, 16868, M. Drouyn de Lhuys, referring to
Mr. Seward's pledge of non-intervention after
the departure of the French troops, adyises the
Marguis de Montholon thst the Emperor hud
declded that the troops should evacuste Mexico
in three detachments, the st being intended to
go in' November, 1868, the =econd in March,
1867, and the thivd iu November of the same

ear.

y gte Emperor was perfectly frank, not to say
blunt, in advising Mr, Bigelow of the motives of
his decleion, and the freedom which be proposed
to exercise, On the 4th of June, Mr, Bigelow
thus reciles his conversation with the Minister
of Forelgn Affairs:—

fifle sald that the Imperial Government pro-
olalmed its intention to retire from Mexico, because
it suited its convenience and interest to retire, and
for no other reason. * It means to withdraw its
army within the time preseribed, and it does not
intend to take one or two huodred in the first de-
tachment and one or two hundred in the second,
lea the greater body of them to the last, though
it not deemed i1t neoessary (o speeity with
minutoness details of this kind, which dep nd upon
hygionio and climatie influences, of which It was tho

the only competent judge.”

The explicit declaration on the partof the
Emperor of his intention to use his own discre-
tion, and his curt intimation to Mr. Bigelow,
with but small excess of diplomatic courtesy,
that whatever he did in the matter was lor his
own convenienoe, and not to please the Uniged
States left no room for surprise at any change
he might find it wsdvisable 10 make in his
arrangements, Accordingly, Mr, Bigelow writes
to Mr. Heward November 8, 1866, that the Min-
Ister of Forelgn Affairs had informed him {hat
the Emperor thought any reduction of the
French force In Mexico might be perilous to
those who remuained behind, and he, therefore,

roposed, instead of bringlng his army home by
detachments extending to November, 1867, to
bring them all home together in the spring
of 1807,

This change, which on the fuce of it was a
breach of jaith on the part of the Em-
peror, was deemed to be justitied, as is now
alleged, by acts on the part of this Government
betraying its purpose of active intervention.
At any rate the new policy was atlirmed to be
necessary on military grounds, The expedi-
tion had proved an utter fallure. The Mexicans,
without even our moral md, bhad rendered the
empire an impossibility.  All that remained for
Napoleon was to save what was lcft of hls
army, and the cnl!nEso of the empire made 1t
essential that they should go together.

The Btate l)cl'mrtmom. however, thought
otherwise, and with that extraordinary facility
for saying and doiug the wrong thing at the
wrong time which Mr. Seward so constantly
exhibits, is resolved to offer n parting sult to
the Emperor, to which, engaged as he wae in
his Industrial Expositlon, be mighi possibly
sttbmit, and which, il he declined to acoept it,
might afford, perhaps, au spology for a foreign

uarrel. Accordingly, Mr, Seward replies by
the cable, on the 2Ud of November, that the
Emperor's moditication of the previons arrange-
ment *'s0 a8 1o leave (be whole French army io
Mexico for the present, instead of withdrawing
one detachment in November current as pro-
mised, is now found in every way inconvenient
and exceptionnble, We caunol acquiesce,”
ete. And the reusons given why we cannot
acquiesce are that we have sent Mr, Campbell
and General Sherman to confer with President
Juarez on subjects which are deeply ioteresting
to the United States, nnd of vital imporiauce
to Mexico. The despatch does nol add, as
might have been expected, that we had also em-
ployed General Sherldan to intervene in the
domestic affairs of Mexico by arresting Ur-
tegn, the rival elnimant of Juarez to the Presi-

dency, on the pretense that he was violating
our noutrality laws,

To this despatch, when read to him, the Em-
peror Hstened in silence, and on Tuesday came
the reply by the cable that “France has wot
changed ber resolutlon.” Anid this, according
to the oregan of the State Department, is so “per-
feetly sati=factory” that that journal hastens to
call upon the Tribune and other papers 10 do
justice to “‘the foremost of Awerican diploma-
tists nud statesmen,”

To do justice to My, Seward's diplomacy since
the commencement of the Rebellion, when hie
began his role by assuring Kurope that we had
no power Lo coerce insurrectionary members of
# Bltute—that glavery had nothing to do with the
Rebellion, snd would continue just the same
whether the revolution should succeed or fall
would be an irksome {ask. Bome day we may
possibly attempt It. To the meantime, let us
=uy that, in one view ol the matter expressed by
Mr, Beward, we are inclined, under existing
ciroumstances, to concur, We quote from &
despateh of the 16th December, 1865, The ox-
truct 1s o yotraudlation from the Frenol, as we
have not the originul at hand: but the idea s so
slmple that its full mewsine has doubtless beon

Arrest of Surratt and the Conover Case,

In the long 1al of causez colebres, we do not
remember one which has éxclied more intervst
or given rise 1o more speculation, than the case
of John H. Surratt. With him it i3 behoved
rests the power ol clearing away the doubts
which exist as to the guilt of his wreiched
mother, and, what is far more imporiant, ol
golving the question as to the complicity of Jeif.
Davie and his Beoretary of State, Benjumin, in
the ns=pssinntion plot.  The case of Conover, at
present srralgned for perjury lo ¢onnection with
the Jatter of these charges, aequires frash lm-
portanee from the arrest of Buriatt, 5o much
mystery sttackes o the proeeedings in which
this man Conover was concerned, and 50 com-
letely did he succeod in humbogging Judge
folt us to his power of throwing light upon the
guilt of Davig, that the chances which are now
presented of a thorough elucidation of the facts
are regarded with very general satisfuction.

The Recorder regards the adviee we hayve ven-
tured to offer, that the Southshould accept (he
Constitutiopsl smondment as the basig  and
conditlon of restoration, as vot only caleuluted
but inlended 1o disgrace them, Very well. They
bayve & glght to pul upon it whatever construc
tion they like. It they draw auny special cowm-
fort from considering themselves persecuted,
they are entitded to its enjoyment, I, Hke Maw-
worm, they hke to be martyrs, aod are content
to figure henceforth o that political charucter,
we have no special motive for stnnding io the
way of their prelerences, We feel bound to in-
form them, however, that they are not likely to
nrouse puy very profound sympathy on thelr

loyal men who could take the ontii re-
quired by law, buf not otherwise, Il it is re-
jected, as it reeme likely to be, with indigoation,
ecorn, and detinnce, they will not only continue
to be excluded, butthe chances are that their
existive State Covernments will be abrogated,
and Territorial Governments will be ercated in
their stead, and imposed upon the South by
force of anims.

We say this not as s threat, but beecaunse we
belleve it to be true. We believe the real wel-
fure of the =outh and of the whole country,
present and prospective, would be promoted by
uceepting the amendment, becanse it is the best
they can do under the circumstiuces, and hes
canse it will, in all probubility, avert very serlous
dieasters, Avd so believing, we (eel bound, by
every consideration ol duty to the Boutn, a= well
as 1o the nation ut large, to say so. The South-
ern States can reject the adviee and recent it as
a menuee, If they see fit; but they cnnnot siter
the facts or avert the diEnstrons conseqiicnoees

Tie fruming of an efMlewnt Terpitorinl law
idequate Lo the povernment of great, populous
sliates; adequate to thelr governmwent in oppo-
sitton both to thelr own will and that of {he
Fresldent, will be found, on trial, a task of such
difficulty, that it s donbtiul if Congress can be
